Officials who have studied it 
have expressed the opinion that it 
is hopeless to expect seyéral mil- 
lion farmers voluntarily to partici- 
pate in any given plan. They raise 
the familiar objection that knowl- 
edge that some growers would fail 
to co-operate would deter most of 
the others from doing so. 

For months members of Con- 
gress have been urging the Farm 
Board to make some definite an- 
nouncement about its plans for dis- 
posing of the gigantic store — of 
wheat which it has on hand as the 
result of its effort to stabilize the 
price by purchasing in the open 
It has been declared that 
the presence of this stored reserve 
has an extremely depressing effect 
On grain prices and on business 
conditions generally. But the 
Board's only announcement in this 
connection was that of April 21, 
when it stated that an effort would 
be made to sell 35,000,000 bushels 
of wheat abroad about July 1, and‘ 
that no effort would be made to 
stabilize the 1931 price through 
purchasing. 

The carry-over on July 1 is es- 
timated by the Department of Ag- 
riculture at 290,000,000 bushels, 
most of which will be in the hands 
of the Farm Board. The ordinary 
crop surplus Over domestic needs. 
is upward of 200,000,000 bushels. 
When to this amount there is added 
the 290,000,000 bushels already on 
hand and the estimated increase of 
20,000,000 in this year’s crop, it 
will be seen that the prospect is for 
a surplus of more than 500,000,000 
bushels—almost enough to supply 
the country’s need for a year. 

Means 30 Cents a Bushel., 

Members of Congress who have 
studied the farm. problems for 
many years said today that such a 
condition would inevitably send the 
price down to 30 cents a bushel, 
unless more drastic measures sre 
taken than have yet been attempt- 
ed. Such a price would be far be- 
low the actual cost of production. 

With a Presidential campzaign ap- 


| proaching, the outlook for agricul- 


ture is causing the administration 
much anxiety. Pressure on the 
Farm Board to announce a definite 
policy is increasing, but some of 
the members are resisting all at- 
tempts to persuade them to embark 
on any program which they believe 
is foredoomed to failure.

RAGING SWINDLE 
RING S EXPOSED 
BY ST.LOUIS MAN 


Ben G. Brinkman Tells How 
He Pretended to Be Duped 
by: Confidence Men With 
Race Results Game. 


WENT TO PITTSBURG 


, *suade Him to Return With 
$10,000 Cash or More to 
Bet On ‘‘Sure Thing.” 


A federal investigation of a no- 
torious ring of swindlers, who have 
fleeced victims in various parts 
of the country out of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars through oper- 
ation of a fake race horse betting 
system, has disclosed Benjamin G. 
Brinkman of St. Louis as a pros- 
pective victim, who, instead of tak- 
ing the bait, studied their methods 
and then turned over his informa- 
tion to federal authorities. 


' Brinkman, president of the Na- 
tional Exhibition Co., which oper- 
ates The Arena, is also a devotee 
of racing and as such was made 
chairman of a committee that 
sponsored a horse racing bill for 
Missouri that failed to pass the last 
Legislature. 

It was ihn January last, when 
most of his time was being taken 
up with the promotion of this mea- 
sure, that he was called upon by 
members of the gang of swindlers, 
who had picked him for just an- 
other sucker. The information he 
obtained by letting himself be 
“taken in” was partly responsible 
for the arrest of two members of 
the gang and the flight of the 
others who now are sought under 
a general order of the postal in- 
spection service. 

Victims Shunned Publicity. 

The gang operated for years 
with headquarters at Akron and 
Canton, O.; Pittsburg, Pa., and At- 
lanta, Ga., and is reported to have 
fleeced scores of persons who 
sought to get rich quick by becom- 
ing parties to the gang’s crooked 
scheme. 
Many of the victims took their 
punishment without complaint to 
avoid unpleasant publicity; two of 
them, a man and. wife, com- 
mitted suicide after being mulcted 
of $75,000, their life savings, byt. 
in the end, one victim set up such 
a clamor that he recovered some 
of his money after setting Federal 
authorities onto the gang.~ 

This was Roy E. Martin, a resi- 
dent of Columbus, Ga. It was on 
his information that’ the two mem- 
bers of the gang who were arrest- 
ed were indicted for using the mails 
to defraud in furtherance of their 
scheme. These men are Ed Ellis 
of Akron, and W. Clyde Smith, 
alias Clyde W. Reynolds, The 
case against them was made by 
Postoffice Inspector Herbert N, 
Graham of New York, and Aszsist- 
ant United States Attorney Hal 
Lindsay of Atlanta. 


‘ Brinkman’s Story. 


Brinkman, at his office in' The 
Arena yesterday, readily related his 
experiences with the gang when 
asked to tell of his connection with 
the Federal investigation. 

“About the middle of last Jan- 
uary;” Brinkman said, “a _ cir- 
cus man, whom [ had met ‘two 
years before, brought/a man to my 
office here whom.-he introduced as_ 
Harry Ryan and requested me to 
listen to what Ryan had to say. 

“Ryan said he- was  superin- 
tendent of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co, at Pittsburg; that he 
controlled the despatch of racing 
information over Western Union 
wires, and was in a position where 
he could delay results being ‘serit 
from tracks to bookmakers 
throughout the country. He said 
he could do this for me and that 
if I would come to Pittsburg he 
would demonstrate how I. could 
place wagers on.horses that had 
won races in time to make :bets be- 
fore the information reached the 
bookmakers. oe de 
“The scheme struck me at once 
as a racket by which I was to : 
beconte a sucker to be fleeced. In- 
stead of orderin: the men out of 
my office, my interest in racing 
and protecting the sport against 
swindlers prompted me to appar- 
ently bé ‘taken in’ by the scheme.

GANGSTERS TAKEN 
INRAD HELD A 
~ MORRISON, IL 


| Six St. Louis Men Detained 


for Nebraska Officers in 
Connection With $2,- 
800,000 Bank Robbery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MORRISON, IIL, May 9. — Six 
St. Louis gangsters arrested Friday 
night in a spectacular raid on an 
ERast St. Louis resort, were brought 
here tonight by state policemen 
and placed ih the Whiteside County 
jail awaiting the arrival of offi- 
cers from Nebraska. 

The Nebraska officers hope to 
get custody of the prisoners in 
connection with the $2,800,000 rob- 
bery of the Lincoln National Bank 
last year. However, attaches of 
the Chicago state’s attorney’s of- 
fice announced they would try to 
keep the men for questioning about 
scores of crimes attributed to them 
by the Chicago prosecutor. 

The Nebraska officers arrived 
late tonight and went into secret 
conference with the State police- 
men who are holding the gangsters 
captive. Because of the hour it 
was expected that they would not 
interview the prisoners until to- 
morrow. 

This afternoon one of the 
group, Thomas O’Connor, was 
identified at Sterling, I)l., 15 miles 
from here, by a single witness as 
one of the participants in a $15,- 


000 bank robbery at Plano, IIL, 
last Dec. 17. 
Sergeant Roy Steffens, one of 


the officers in charge, announced 
that four witnesses to the robbery 
of the Lincoln National Bank had 
identified two of the six as par- 
ticipants in the robbery. Sergeant 
Steffens would not disclose’ the 
names of the two picked out. 

Five “John Doe” Warrants. 

The guards announced they 
would keep their prisoners, O’Con- 
nor, Tommy Hayes, notorious gun- 
man, William McQuillan, better 
known as “Bow-wow,” part own- 
er of the Mounds Club, a gambling 
house; Jack Britt, Howard Lee and 
E,. Hawks, in Morrison over night. 

Warrants upon which the arrests 
were made charged all six with rob- 
bery of the Nebraska bank, but 
named only O’Connor, the othér 
five papers being made out in the 
name of “John Doe.” 

The arrests followed a_  two- 
month investigation by State po- 
licemen and attaches of the Chi- 
cago State’s Attorney’s office who 
said that an intensive search had 
been conducted for al]l the pris- 
oners. However, it is understood 
the men’ have been seen daily in 
East St. Louis. frequenting the 
place where they were arrested, 
and going about their ordinary pur- 
suits. 

Sheriff Threatened. 

More than 20 officers, including 
nine deputies under Sheriff Jerome 
Munie of St. Clair County. state 
policemen and Chicago detectives 
descended at 5 p. m. on a flat at 
351 East Broadway, East St. Louis, 
a gang hang-out which had been 
under surveillance of the raiders 
for two days from a room in the 
Broadview Hotel. nearby. 

They were armed with riot guns,

WASHINGTON, May 9.—A basic 
foreign policy of the United 
States, touched on for the firgt time 
by the Hoover administratidn, was 
explained tonight by Secretary of 


State Stimson in a radio ag@dress in 
which he said American armed 
forces would not be employed for 
the collection of debts abroad. 

At the same time Stimson, in 
referring to Nicaragua, said the 
United States had “no intention of 
removing from American citizens in 
Nicaragua the protection which 
American citizens in foreign lands 


are entitled and accustomed to re- 
ceive under the law of nations.” 

| The “law of nations,” as now in- 
terpreted by the State Department, 
imposes the duty of protection of 
Americans in foreign lands primari- 
ly on the nation controlling the ter- 
ritory. When this protection, both 
of life and property, falls below a 
minimum recognized by interna- 
tional law, every other nation has 


| American lives ana property 


of its nationals. 
Effect of the Depression. 

‘Speaking in the National Radio | 
Forum, conducted by the Wash- 
ington Star over the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, Stimson dis- 
cussed the general subject of ‘‘The 
Work of the State Department.” 

Touching on recent political over- 
turns throughout the world, he 


| said most of them were attributa- 


ble to the economic depression dur- 


'ing the major part of the past two 


changes in the Governments of the 
countries of the world,” he _ said. 
“Most of these political distubances 
were attributable directly or indi- 
rectly to the hard times through 
which we are passing.

Stimson made no direct reference 
to the countries he had in mind in 
referring to “debts.” One of the 
problems which has confronted the 
State Department and other Gov- 
ernment agencies during the de- 
pression has been the prospect of 
defaults abroad in official or pri-

vate indebtedness to the 
States or its citizens. 
Zealous in Concern for Lives. 

“The tribulations of our neigh-

“The operation of street railway 
vars Over the widened street with 
i dense volume of traffic would 
pecome extremely hazardous,” it 
was stated, “due to the fact that 
because of the angle of intersecting 
streets, the intersections become 
practically double in number.” dt 
was pointed out that Gravois would 


“ross intersecfing streets at an an-, 


“le of about 45 degrees. 

Company Hasn’t the Money. 

It was recalled that the street 
railway routing proposed in. the 
(‘ity Plan Commission in 1919, and 
the recommendations of the Trans- 
portation Survey Commission, pro- 
vided for double-track street car 
operation on Gravois between Cher- 
okee street and Twelfth boulevard, 
ufter Gravois was widened, in addi- 
tion to the double tracks now on 
Gravois west from Cherokee. 

Conditions have changed since 
the City Plan report was made, it 
was stated. The application states 
that Gravois, in the stretch af- 
fected. would not be suitable for 
double track rapid street car opera- 
tion, : 

“It is doubtful whether the nec- 
essary consent of property owners 
and w franchise from the city of 
St. Louis could be obtained to car- 
ry out the proposals set forth in 
these reports,” it was stated. 
“Moreover, the conditions stated in 
the transportation Survay Commis- 
sion report to enable th® company 
to meet the financial requirements 
\o carry out the plans of the Com- 
mission have not been met, and 
the company is not in a position to 
expend this large amount § (esti- 
mated at $350,000) on track and 
paving, particularly since such ex- 
penditures would in no way in- 
crease the revenues, but, in fact, 
would largely increase operating ex- 
ptnses, and there appears no pos- 
sibility whatsoever that such ex- 
rensive double track installation 
can be made.” — 

It was contended that the im- 
posing on the-car riders of the 
paying of a return on such a large 
investment, which would not im- 
prove the service, alones was suffi- 
cient reason for abandonment of 
the project. 

The application stated the inter- 
ests of the district affected would 
bé better served by bus operation, 
with transfer privileges to and

ery already set up by some coun- 
tries fer eliminating inequalities, 
such as the American flexible tar- 
iff system. 

One of the chamber’s declara- 
tions is that private initiative and 
private operation of business en- 


terprise ‘‘constitute the most effec- | 


tive instrument” to insure prog- 
ress and prosperity. 

Another is that sound govern- 
mental budget systems should be 


maintained to prevent the imposi-| 


tion of undue taxation. 

With reference to the unemploy- 
ment problem, the chamber sug- 
gosted the Bank of International 
Settlements and similar  institu- 
tions aid in increasing the mobility 
of accumulated capital. 

The chamber recommended in- 
ternational conferences to study 
agricultural problems and to con- 
sider the extent, direction and dis- 
tribution of production, financing 
of crops, appropriation of credits 
for agricultural purposts, reduc- 
tion of import difficulties and sup- 
pression of export premiums. 

The major resolution was offered 
by thé American delegation and 
seconded by the French, German, 
Swedish and Italian groups. 

Willis H. Booth of New York ex- 
plained the American attitude, say- 
ing the American delegation had 
never “opposed the suggestion that. 
any nation should feel free to ask 
a re-examination of the war debts 
on the basis of the underlying 
principles upon which they have 
been settled.” 

He said the American public 
“cordially supports ‘all endeavors 
looking toward reduction of arma- 
ments” and “believes that the time 
was never more opportune to bring 
this subject to the attention of the 
governments and the peoples of the 
world.” 

The resolution characterized-war 
as “‘the greatest barrier to the so- 
cial and economic progress” and 
said present conditions were inten- 
sified by the past conflict. 

The resolution dealing with un- 
employment commended the ‘“‘con- 
structive efforts’ made by owners 
of business undertakings fo pro- 
mote stability in employment and 
warned that “measures of unem- 
‘ployment relief which are merely 
palliative do not go to the root of 
the evil.” ‘ 

“All measures of unemployment 
relief,” it said, “must be consistent 
with sound economic principles so 
as to avoid excessive drain on na- 
tional income and to refrain from 
restricting the mobility of labor 
and industry. Otherwise they only 
increase existing difficulties.” 

In addition to adopting the reso- 
lutions, the chamber listened to 
speeches by Georges Theunis of Bel- 
gium, its retiring president, and

Wells, Negroes charged with lar- 
ceny from the person. Ben Fitter, 
a handbook-maker, was tried on 
the charge of being the custodian 
of a bet, but the jury disagreed 
and was discharged. Fitter’s case 
has been reset for trial in June 
before Judge O’Neill Ryan. 

Six received substantial peniten- 
tiary or reformatory sentences on 
their pleas of guilty to robbery 
charges. Among these were Ed- 
ward Frews, 21, and Dukey Hayes, 
20, who got concurrent 10-year 
terms in the penitentiary for rob- 
bery and assault to kill upon 
Robert Thebus, druggist of 1659 
South Jefferson avenue, who was 
held up Dec. 12.

Among his many honors, Prof. 
Michelson received the Copley 
medal of the Royal Society of En- 
gland and also was a member of 
that society and the French Acad- 
emy, In 1923 he was elected pres- 
ident of the National Academy of 
Sciences. 

The following are some of the 
things the professor did in his aci- 
entific investigations; 

Devised an instrument called the 
echelon spectroscope, by~ which _ 
the effects of magnetism on light 
waves can be studied, ; 

Measured the earth tidea—the 
ebb and flow of the globe, thus 
corroborating the  planetesima!l 
theory of T. C. Chamberlin, 

At the age of 26, with an _ in- 
strument constructed by himeelf at 
a cost of $10, corrected Fizeau's 
and Fouccult’s calculations of a _ 
quarter of a century before on the 
velocity of light. 

Measured with accuracy incred- 
ibly minute distances in terms of 
the waves of light of a fixed posi- 
tion in the spectrum. When it is 
remembered that the length of a 
light wave varies from 1-37,000 of 
an inch for red to 1-59,000 of an 
inch for violet, the delicacy of his 
operations may be faintly compre- 
hended. 

Determined, with his linear in- 
terferometer, the length of the 
standard meter in terms of c¢ad- 
mium light waves, thus obtaining * 
an absolutely invariable standard 
by which any gradual minute 
changes in the standard meter bar 
of platinum-iridium (preserved in 
Paris) may be checked. The work 
required two years, and is almost 
as great a classic among scientists 
as Galileo’s experiments with the 
pendumlum. 

Gave Aid to Astronomers. 


Extended the use of the inter- 
ferometer to astronomy in connec- 
tion with the telescope, making it 
extraordinarily useful to astrono- 
mers through its power to resolve 
the light from the yarious stars into 
particular and pecullar kinds of 
radiation; also, by his study of the 
characteristics of radiations—in 
their relation to the vibration of 
the ether as a form of motion—he 
greatly increased the range of 
spectroscopy. 

By his method of determining 
the diameter of a fixed star, showed 
mankind that there are suns, or 
fiery gaseous balls, nearly 300 
times as great 48 our sun. He thus 
opened up a field of sidereal inves- 
tigation that had been closed—the 
measurement of stars and of re- 
mote solar systems. One of his tri- 
umphs was the measurement of the 
great star Betelgeuse, 260,000,000 
miles in diameter, 

Invented the harmonic analyzer, 
a machine for tracing compound 
curves, and the interferometer, an 
instrument for studying the lines of 
the spectrum and for measuring 
linear differences of a millionth 
of an inch and angles so fine that 
two lines drawn at such an angle 
could not separate the width of a 
pinhead if prolonged for over & 
mile. His angular interferometer 
will show displacement in a steel 
bar an inch thick and six inches 
long if it be so much as twisted 
between thumb and forefinger. His 
harmonic analyzer will take a com- 
plex periodic motion and resolve it 
into a set of simple pendulum mo- 
tions.

Mass Appeals Affect U. S. 


“Typically social control as exists 
in older, more highly integrated and 
stratified social organisms are 
almost wholly lacking under such 
conditions. Expenditures ‘except 
for necessities are decided by the 
individual for himself as he ration- 
alizes his own life, rather than in 
accordance with the custom of his 
group. Our whole group is in con- 
sequence responsive to mass ap- 
peals to a degree not paralleled and 
little understood abroad. More- 
over, because we are responsive to 
mass appeals we are as a group 
fickle. Lacking social control, we 
require to be surprised by frequent 
changes in the mass appeals. As 
a result, instead of sticking to old 
and well-tried habits of buying we 
must constantly have new models, 
new fashions, new colors. 

“Under such conditions, mass ad- 
vertising if not overdone by one- 
self and his competitors in his own 
and other industries pays .;. The 
result of our high pressure selling 
threatens to be, and already in 
many lines is, high cost of distri- 
bution. As our. technology goes, 
more and more of our populations 
are engaged in selling. In produc- 
tion we add power to man power. 
In distribution we have no such 
aids and more and more costs go 
constantly into selling the products 
we make. There is danger that 
the benefits of low production cost 
will be absorbed in high marketing 
costs. Competition threatens to 
force such situations as without 
general plan we overbuild.” , 

Touching on foreign markets for 
American goods, Dean Donham 
said he was convinced that expan- 
sion in those markets would in- 
crease selling costs prohibitively. 

“One of the things which makes 
exports attractive to some of our 
manufacturers,” he said, “is the 
‘fact that as they sample the export 
markets selling costs are as low or 


our home markets, under the influ- 
ence of competition brought on by 
building our industries beyond our 
domestic purchasing power and 
demand, are higher than the costs 
shown by small unforced samples 
of exports to many countries.” © 


Home Market Important. 

As td the importance of the 
home market, Dean Donham said: 

“Stability, like. charity, begins at, 
home and this country is one which 
inevitably finds its greatest market 
among its own people, This has 
been so historically. I believe, for 
a generation, at least; it will con- 
tinue to. be true. Much talk we 
shall indulge in about low tariffs.

The kitchen is so small (there is 
no dining room on the Nautilus) 
the-crew has to eat in groups.

In the kitchen also is an electric 
washing machine for the men’s 
clothes, It is about the size of an 
ordinary apple barrel, with enanie! 
and nickel trimmings. Even whil- 
the Nautilus is submerged under 
the ice the men can thus keep their 
wearing apparel as spotless as the 
interior of a submarine will permit. 


Overhead in the galley is an elec- 
tric sun lamp, under which meir- 
bers of the crew may bask when 
the room is not otherwise in use. 

Liké an army, the Nautilus crew 
will “travel on its stomach.” Ev- 
ery provision has been made to 
keep the diet varied. The men wili 
have a range of food uvknown to 
any previous Polar expedition. Not 
only will they have ordinary canned 
and preserved foods in profusion, 
but Sir Hubert Wilkins has ordered 
3000 pounds of pemmican. There 
will be an emergency pack of food 


After notifying the Graf Zep- 
pelin by radio'to start, and giving

Electric Power Under Water. 


Whether the submarine meets 
disaster under the Arctic ice pack 
Or emerges triumphantly after a 
42-day voyage past the North Pole 
will depend to a great extent on 
the engine room, 

Here presides Chief Engineer 
Ralph D. Shaw over two four-cycle 
six-cylinder 500-horsepower Diesel 
engines that gain their propulsive 
power from a high-gravity fuel oil. 

Under full power the engines 
use about 44 gallons of fuel oil an 
hour and about three gallons of 
lubricating oil. Because of their 
economy of fuel the Diesels are 
greatly superior to other engines 
for use in submarines. 

With a full cargo of 20,000 gal- 
lons of fuel oil, the Nautilus will 
have a much wider cruising range 
thangif she had a similar cargo of 
gasoline. About 90 gallons of fuel 
would be used each hour to drive 
engines as powerful as the Nau- 
tilus’ Diesels. 

When submerged, however, the 
Nautilus will not use her Diesel 
engines for propulsion. Instead, 
the boat will go forward on her 
electric motors, operated by stor- 
age batteries. These must be kept 
charged, and the Diesels are used 
to charge them. 


Air Needed for Engines. 

The Diesels cannot be operated 
without air, which is injected into 
the oil, to cause it to form a 
spray, which can be ignited. That 
is why the Nautilus has ice-boring 
machinery to obtain air when the 
boat is underneath the Polar ice. 
One eight-inch ice-drill will pro- 
vide an air intake for the Diesels 
and another eight-inch ice-drill 
will serve for. the exhaust. Thus, 
although the Nautilus is under the 
ice pack, it is expected her Diesels 
can be operated, and will be able 
to charge the batteries. 

After each charge, it is calcu- 
lated, the Nautilus can travel 126 
miles submerged. For surface 
travel, the Nautilus’ Diesels . will 
drive her at 14.5 knots an hour. 
Submerged under the Arctic ice, 
the boat will travel no faster than 
three knots an hour. 

Chief Engineer Shaw has six 
aids. They are First Assistant En- 
gineer W. W. Danenhower, Van 
Stephens, Carl Schnetter, Harry 
Zoeller, John Janson and one yet 
to be signed. 

Like the engine room, the mo- 
tor room is crowded with machin- 
ery. It is the farthest aft, and its 
one of the most important cham- 
bers of the vessel. 


Ventilation System. 

There ure two 190-horsepower 
electric motors, which operate the 
vessel's propellers when it is in mo- 
tion submerged. Here also are the 
powerful air compressors used to 
blow water from the various bal- 
last tanks when it is desired to 
bring the Nautilus to the surface. 
When submerged, the vessel has 
about 80 tons of sea water in her

Bitter Opposition Develops. 

Snowden’s proposal is already 
meeting the bitter opposition of the 
Tories who have shown their in- 
rtention™’ of offering numerous 
amendments to cripple the bill 
when it reaches committee. There 
is a general expectation that the 
House of Lords will reject the 
measure altogether unless it is so 
drastically amended by the House 
of Commons as to make it harm- 
less from the viewpoint of the large 
landowners—a situation unlikely to 
arise since Lloyd George and al- 
most the entire Liberal member- 
ship of the House of Commons are 
in support of Snowden’s scheme of 
taxation. 

The first move of the Tories in 
the House of Commons was to pro- 
pose an amendment exempting 
from inclusion in the proposed tax 
any value to land due to improve- 
ments resulting exclusively from 
the effort of expenditure of the 
owner. ' 

While admitting the abstract jus- 
tice of this proposal, the Govern- 
ment rejected the amendment on 
the ground it was unworkable in 
practiee. 


Small Owners Not Affected. 


Snowden’'s tax plan also provides 
for exemption from taxation of 
land owned by Government or mu- 
nicipal authorities or held for 
charitable purposes. In addition 
small holdings, which would bring 
in less than 10 shillings a year at 
the penny in the pound basis, would 
be exempt. 

This would exclude the homes of 
workingmen and the lower middle 
class whose houses have only a 
small yard or lawn attached. If, 
however, the owner of a small piece 
of property with a house on it, 
also bought the vacant lot next 
door he probably would have to pay 
a tax on the combined area of the 
land. 

So far as details of the plan have 
been revealed, it is estimated that 
the lowest valuation on which tax 
would be assessed would be a $4500 
house on land worth $850. The 
owner of such a piece of property 
would bé@ taxed about $3.50 a year. 

Simifarly, on a house worth 
$15,000 on land worth $3000, the 
owner would be taxed about $12 a 
year. Thus it will be seen that 
the contemplated tax rate will not 
be felt severely even by the fairly 
prosperous home owner. 


Where the Burden Will Fall. 


On the other hand, there is doubt 
as to the amount of tax which 
would be paid by the owners of 
enormous and valuable city tracts 
—such, for instance, as the Duke 
of Westminster who owns dozens of 
blocks of London residential and 
office property. 

In such casés everything depends 
upon the value the assessors place 
on the property. In these circum- 
stances, however, the Snowden plan 
provides the saving clause that in 
eases where leaseholds exceed 50 
years the leaseholders must pay 
the tax instead of the owners of 
the property. 

The Chancellor bases his tax 
plah on the theory that all land 
belongs in principle to the State, 
which has a right to demand rent 
for it in the form of tax, and that 
‘furthermore, land values constant- 
ly improved by extension of the 
various transport services, and by 
new automobile roads financed by 
the State or municipal

the principle is accepted in most 
countries, Even Snowden’s jibes at

Debate Over Exemptions. 


What has annoyed the conserva- 
tives most is Snowden’s assumption 
that the increase in land values 
can result only through community 
action; and his dismissal as “not 
worth collecting” taxes under $2.50 
annually on Jand with capital value 
up to $600 from representatives of 
a government which does not hesi- 
tate to collect an income tax in 
penny amounts when necessary, 
this gesture of munificence lacks 
conviction. Snowden’s real object 
—to exempt the owners of work- 
ingmen’s cottages who almost 
unanimously vote labor—is broadly 
proclaimed by the Tory press; ani 
his liberal supporters seem 011 
firmer grounds than himself when 
they not only admit the lands tax 
will discriminate but argue it would 
bias the tax if it were not. 

Partisan arguments for and 
against the land tax were fairly 
summed up this wéek by editorials 
in the “London Times” and “Man- 
chester Guardian.” The “Times,” 
which naturally opposes the tax, 
charges that the measure is a 
bribe to the liberals to continue to 
keep the government In office; that 
its primary object is political rath - 
er than fiscal; and that it will be 
very difficult to assess and collect. 
The “Guardian” replies that al! 
taxes except poll taxes are by na- 
ture discriminatory; that land 
ought to be taxed not only because 
the ultimate title to it rests in the 
Government, but because the land 
cannot be moved or concealed: and 
that the conservative opposition to 
the land tax rests more upon sefti- 
mental grounds and those of self- 
interest than upon abstract politi- 
cal theory. 

Much more will be heard of sim- 
ilar arguments on both sides when 
the bill reaches the committee 
stage, from which it will probably 
emerge greatly amended; and of 
course over it as over any con- 
tinuous legislation put forth by the 
MacDonald rovernment, there 
hangs the shadow of satisfying the 
liberals sufficiently to prevent the 
loss of their support and conse- 
quent general election, 


System Once in Operation in Ena- 
gland and Used in Dominions, 
There is no standard local land 
tax in England. Each community 
has its own levy on rates for local 
revenue. Snowden now proposes 
to tax for national purposes—in ad- 
dition to local taxes, one penny in 
a pound, or one-two hundred and 
fortieth of the tapital value of all 
land not specifically exempt. Snow- 
den’s speech of May 5 forecast that 
this small tax was just a beginning. 
Apparently the proposed tax is 
directed at city. property rather 
than deer parks, although deer 
parks would be affected indirectly. 
An May 6 Snowden said: “This va)- 
uation will, I hope, form the basis 
for purchase of land for public pur- 
poses, and I hope also that it may 
before long form the basis for the 
transference of local rating from 
house, building and. improvements 
to site value.”” Thus if land utiliza- 
tion legisiation is enacted, low val- 
uations for deer parks and slum 
lands would enable the Government 
to purchase or nationalize land at 
reasonable price. 

Snowden's plan, far from being 
new, has actually been in operation 
in some parts of the British Em- 
pire for nearly 50 years. South 
Australia adopted it in 13884, New 
Zealand passed a similar act in 
1890 and New South Wales in 2895. 
Queensland adopted it in 19158, ana

THE TRANSPORTATION REVOLUTION. 
‘Fifty railroad preaidents, meeting in Chicago last 
week, took steps to meet the “emergency which exists

ward to-an upward revision of freight rates that will 
add $400,000,000 annually to railro&d revenues. What 
the railroads are confronting in lost business is 
typically characterized in the following excerpt from 
the 1930 report of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad, long regarded as one of the strongest sys- 
tems in the country: 
In 1920 your company carried 15,656,333 pas- 
sengers an average distance of 139.83 miles each; 
in 1930, 3,274,826 passengers 320.79 miles each. 
Private automobiles largely and busses to a less 
degree have taken away the great part of the 
short-haul passenger business and a substantial 
amount of long haul. 
In the decade 4920-30 a revolution in transportation 
In 1920, 8,225,859 passenger cars, taxi- 
cabs and busses were registered, as against 23,- 
121,589 in 1929, an increase of 180 per cent. 
Bus registration increased from 10,000 to 92,500. 
While passenger mileage on railroads during 1929 
| was less than 32 billion, it is estimated that passen- 
ger mileage in: private automobiles in thdt year ap 
proximated 145 billion. Add to this long haul bus 
passenger miles of nearly 7 billion, and it becomes 
evident that the railroad passenger business has been 
seriously crippled. The railroads carried fewer pas- 
sengers in 1929 than in any year since 1909. 
If that were the railroads’ only problem they would 
have little cause to worry, since the major portion of 
rail revenues has always been drawn from freight 
traffic. Freight traffic, however, due to truck, water- 
way and pipe line competition, has failed to grow 
commensurately with the country. 
1929, revenue ton miles increased only 9 per cent. In 
the same period, truck registration increased 235 per 
cent. In 1929, it is estimated that 15 billion ton miles 
of commercial freight was moved by truck between 
cities and towns. In 1919, 2,864,716 head of livestock 
were transported by truck to 16 large markets; in 
1929, 13,775,905 head, or an increase of 380 per cent. 
It is true the railroads still carry three-fourths of 
all the freight traffic that moves, but other forms of 
transportation are making increasing inroads. Inland 
waterway traffic has doubled in volume in the past 
decade, as has traffic on the Great Lakes. 
1929 nearly 106 billion ton miles of commercial 
freight moved by water, 97 billion on the lakes and 
9 billion on the rivers and canals. 
Panama Canal continued to be a serious competitor, 
since freight can be shipped from coast to coast 
through the canal at about half the cost by rail. From 
1921 to 1930 the intercoastal trade increased by 9,118,- 
000 long tons, or 665 per cent. 
How large a part pipe lines are destined to play as 
a rail competitor remains to be seen. Once the rail- 
roads handled virtually the entire production of crude 
oil; now they are a negligible factor. 
traffic of 1,337,000,000 tons in 1929, the railroads car- 
ried only 6,600,000. Worse,.the oil companies are 
planning to transport gasoline by pipe line at rates 
from a quarter to a half of the rail rates, threatening 
the immense tank car traffic now enjoyed by the 
Natural gas, transported entirely by pipe 
line, is rapidly being made available to the Mississip- 
It is estimated that the 1929 
sales of gas displaced about 59,000,000 tons of coal, 
which otherwise would have been a source of railroad 
Likewise, long distance transmission of 
electrical energy is displacing coal, hence cutting into 
rail transportation. 
The airplane, of course, is another rival of the 
Air transport of passengers has grown 
from practically nothing in 1920 to 417,505 in 1930. 
Likewise with air mail, of which more than 8,000,000 
pounds were carried in 1930, with an income of $17,- 
798,000 to air mail contractors. In addition, airplanes 
carried 2,869,255 pounds of express and freight in 
1930. A minor rival compared with waterways, auto- 
motive transport and pipe lines, the airplane adds to 
the grief of the railroads. 
It is plain the railroads are facing a momentous 
struggle, if not for existence, then for a livable place 
in the transportation, scheme. Numerous remedies, 
like consolidation, have een suggested. The railroads 
themselves are complaining bitterly of the subsidies 
granted to other forms of transportation, arguing 
that they make for unfair competition. They have 
urged the legislatures of all the states to regulate 
trucks and busses and to increase their license fees. 
In Missouri and many other states laws have been 
passed which will aid in equalizing the rivalry of 
automotive transportation.

Americans to take part in the World War, often un- 
der highly insanitary conditions, with only 2138 
deaths from this disease.

periments with living animals in England, 300,915 
were without anesthetics.

In these cases, anesthesia is both humane and im- 
perative, for no investigator could work on an animal 
struggling with pain.

Department of Labor, show that for every 10,000 
babies born in the United States, 65 mothers die, 
while in a’number of countries, including Denmark, 
Hungary, Finland, Holland, Japan, Italy and Uru- 
guay, the maternity death rate is less than half that. 
The official estimate is that from 10,000 to 16,000 
American mothers die each year because they do not 
receive adequate maternity care. Dr. Hugh S. Cum- 
ming, Surgeon-General of the United States, says: 
“The high maternal death rate is a disgrace to our 
profession.” He might well have said to the entire 


Obstetrical experts agree there is nothing about 
living conditions in the United States which requires 
the American maternity death rate to be double that 
of Italy and Japan. Their explanation is simply an 
unbelievable lack of trained care for the great num- 
bers of women in moderate circumstances who have 
children. Carolyn Conant Van Blarcom, author of “Ob- 
stetrical Nursing,” thinks tne root of the difficulty 
lies in the fact that “childbirth, as well. as the at- 
tendant suffering and death, are so familiar that they 
are regarded as being normal! incidents in the ordi- 
nary course of affairs.” One of the most dramatic 
of all human events, the birth of a new being, she 
says, is accepted casually, “almost without concern, 


Evidence abounds that proper maternity care saves 
the lives of both mothers and babies. There is the 
work of the Maternity Center Association in New 
York City, for example. During the six years of its 
operation in a certain section ofthe city, the death 
Yrate among mothers has been reduced to 2.2 per 1000, 
as against 6.5 for the nation. Experience shows that

T IS estimated that during the summer 
|< 1931 approximately 400,000 students 

will attend school in more than 700 in- 
stitutions scattered from coast to coast. 
Summer sessions are fast becoming as match 
@ part of the college year as the regular 
terms from September to June. Courses 


cational institutions must surely be supply- 
ing a type of training which is very much 
heeded since, during the period from 1918 
to 1926, the increase in the number of 
students enrolled has been approximately 
240,000. This represents an increase of 
140 per cent during the period covered. 
Most of the institutions of higher educa- 
tion in this country are, therefore, at pres- 
ent, operating throughout the entire year: 
8o college plants, buildings and equipment, 
“which would otherwise lie idle during the 
summer months, are turned over for the 
mutual benefit of both students and admin- 
istration.

The great spread of the work offered 
during the summer is justified by the di- 
versified character of the interests and 
needs of the student body. In other words, 
the work during the summer months cares 
for the needs of many classes of students. 
We have those who wish to complete the 
admission requirements for college or for 
professional schools. Again, students at- 
tending any given college or university may 
wish to make up work in which they have 
failed during the regular term. 

Another group of students may wish to 
obtain credit toward a degree or to shorten 
the time necessary for completing the re- 
quirements toward a degree. There are 
teachers who may wish to renew or extend 
their teaching certificates or to secure the 
number of college credits required in addi- 
tion to the nérmal diploma for the bache- 
lor’s degree. Graduate students also may 
wish to supplement the courses taken dur- 
ing the’ regular session. Students who 
wish to enter a medical school but lack 
sufficient college credit thus make up en- 
trance requirements. 

Then there is the large group which in- 
cludes all adults who are qualified to pur- 
sue with profit any course given, whether 
or not they are engaged in teaching or 
study. Such students are free to take 
both academic and professional courses 
without reference to a degree. Generally 
speaking, however, summer sessions are 
chiefly devoted to caring for the academié 
and professional needs of school teachers 
and administrators. The long summer va- 
cation gives these professional workers an 
unusual opportunity to supplement or ex- 
tend their training while still in service, 
Approximately 1,000,000 teachers are em- 
ployed in the schools of the country at the 
present time. In fact, about two persons 
out Of every seven in the United States are 
devoting nearly full time to the work of 
the school. It is only fitting and proper

In other words, teachers are 
in no way exempt from the same condi- 
tions which produce inefficiency in other 
professional workers.

The increasing demand for specialists, 
the critical attitude of those engaged in 
the profession, the tendency toward stan- 
dardization and the increase in the amount 
of material available for instruction, have 
all contributed to the creation of a differ- 
ent attitude toward the problem of teach- 
er training. 

The real problem of teacher training Is 
found in caring for the needs of teachers 
employed in elementary schools and second- 
ary schools. There are approximately 1000 
higher educational institutions devoted to 
the training of teachers for these levels of 
instruction in the United States at the pres- 
ent time. Such institutions enable teach- 
ers to keep abreast of the ever-increasing 
demands of state departments of education 
and various regional standardizing agencies, 
Courses offered. for teachers in the summer 
sessions of these institutions have contrib- 
uted a great deal to the solution of the 
colossal problem of training teachers in 
service, 

Reports from every section of the coun- 
try indicate that within five years state 
legislation will require that all elementary 
school teachers must be college graduates 
aad must have additional special training 
for the level of instruction on which they 
are serving. It. is clear that the day 
is not far distant wifen all accredited high 
schools must have teaching staffs com- 
posed entirely of college graduates with 
one additional year of post-graduate train- 
ing. High school principals will be re- 
quired to have a master of arts degree from 
a recognized college and special training 
in administration and supervision. 

The tendency to turn from quantitative 
standards of teacher training to qualitative 
standards is also clear. Scholarship dom- 
bined with a mastery of professional tech- 
niques will be the outstanding character. | 
istic of our future teachers. In other 
words, the demand for far-sighted teach- 
ers of large adaptability is greater than 
ever before. Teachers must have a broad 
cultural background and a ‘thoroughly 
sound outlook upon the whole of life. Pro- 
fessional schools under university control 
are specially equipped to train such

“Not only in my opinion but in 
that of othérs who know the Arctic 
from personal experience, this dan- 
ger is not great in.the month of 
July, and can be avoided or pre- 
vented by proper navigation of the 
Zeppelin.” 


This statement was called forth 
by utterances of Prof, Sverdrupp, 
circulated by a semi-official Nor- 
wegian news agency, criticising Dr. 
Eckener’s polar plans. 

Dr. Eckener emphasized that, 
aside from endeavoring to com- 
municate with the Nautilus and 


undertake an aerial survey and ex- 
ploration north of Franz Josef 
Land.

some of its features have been in- 
corporated into local taxation leg- 
islation in several of the western 
provinces of Canada. Indeed, a 
plan identical in principle with that 
now proposed, was in operation in 
England between 1910 and 1914.

of 1909 of which it was the central 
feature. It provided for a tax on 
land of a half penny in the pound 
and for a 20 per cent tax on all 
future increments in the capital 
value of land. -It was directed 
chiefly at vast landed estates such 


ter, who owned much of the land 
of London and on which he had 
been paying taxes at farm land 
valuations. 

The potentialties of this act were 
enormous. It shifted more of the 
burden of taxes upon the incomes 
of the wealthy, provided new bases 
of security for tenants and created 
new sources of wealth by freeing 
uncultivated land for occupancy. It 
also made necessary @ revaluation 
of land, on much of which assessed 
valuation had not changed in half 
a century.

brown-topped silks of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt Whitney. 

Twenty Grand finished second. 
but Equipoise could do no better 
than fourth, as Walter J. Salmon’s 
Ladder, an outsider, showed stay- 
ing ability for the first time and 
finished third. 

Although placing second, the 
Greentree ace was One and one- 
half lengths back of the flying 
Mate as the Bostwick silks flashed 
past the judges. A neck back came 
Ladder, while 2 full length to the 
rear trailed Equipoise, a weary 
horse.

NEW YORK, May 9.—Never in 
the history of modern baseball has

McGRAW cold weather, but 
the remarkable start of the left- 
handers still stands out as the early 
season feature. 

The good weather at the opening 
is responsible, I think. For some 
reason never made quite clear, left- 
handers seem to need better weath- 
er than right-handers, and they 
certainly took advantage of it this 
year. The bad start of the Brook- 
lyn club is largely due to the ef- 
fectiveness of so many southpaws 
against them. They have an addi- 
tional left-handed batter in their 
batting order and a little change 
like that often makes a big differ- 
ence. 

The number of southpaws going 
good is more than surprising to 
baseball men. It is astonishing. 
Look over the teams. Off-hand 
you can name Michell, Walker and 
Hubbell of the Giants; Brandt and 
Zachary of the Braves; Brown of 
Washington and Brown of Cleve- 
land; Stewart of the Browns; Wal- 
berg of the A's; Hallahan of the 
Cardinals; Pennock of the Yanks; 
Clark of Brooklyn; French of 
Pittsburg: Caraway of the White 
Sox; Whitehill of Detroit. All are 
going good. The Cubs are prac- 
tically alone in having no ieft- 
hander to stand out. 


Tip for Left-Hand Batters. 


Often I am asked why left-hand- 
ed batters in this day should - be 
more handicapped against south- 
paw pitching than in’ the past. 
There is no doubt that it is true. 
This weakness could be overcome 
if the batters would make a keen- 
er study of how to hit left-handers. 
No left-handed batter should swing 
as freely and carelessly against a 
southpaw. He should study the 
different sweep and break of the 
ball and adjust his swing timing 
accordingly. 

Willie Keeler and myself had to 
-work this thing out when with the 
Orioles and we got to where we 
could hit southpaws just as well 
as right-handers. In those days 
there was no shifting of batters 
and a man simply had to learn to 
hit them. 


This general custom of shifting 
tends to make the weakness more 
pronounced. There is less chance 
for practice against left-handers| 
and, consequently there is less con- 
fidence. This recognized weakness 
of left-handed batters has also 
made it necessary for each club to 
have more effective southpaws. It 
is all a sort of evolution in the 
game. 


* 


Likes the New Ball. 


The introduction of the new ball. 
Which is undoubtedly slower, as 
_ «shown by the hitting, has gradually 
developed more base running. Ev- 
ery day we are seeing morg efforts 
to bunt and attempts at the hit- 
and-run play. There ought to be 
some mighty pretty baseball this 
summer. The elimination of the 
gacrifice fly also has tended to 
lower the batting averages, by 
charging the hitter with a time at 
’ bat even if he sends in the needed 
run. 


In my Opinion the batter should 
be exempted from a time at bat if 
he scores a man from third by de- 
liberately hitting a long fly. In 
fact, I think a batter who is skill- 
ful enough to hit into right-field so) 
as to advance a runner from sec- 
ond should get credit for it.

She got a check every week, but her pleas for even small parts went 
unheeded. 

The six months passed and Miss Francis got her final check. 
She was packing to return to New York when another studio offered 
her a role. Now she is working regularly. 

Few of the “all pay, no work” group are so fortunate. Zita 
Johann, rated as one of the stage’s best leading women, went to 
Hollywood and spent six months loafing and hoping. 

No one knows why she wasn’t given a chance. Apparently cast- 
ing directors’ opinions of her ability differed from that of the scout 
who got her name on the dotted line. 

Sylvia Sidney came back to the movies for a second try. Two 
years ago, after a solitary role, she waited five months for the phone 
to ring. She was being paid, but with no work to do it wasn’t any 
fun, 

Then she was “re-discovered” and brought back, took Clara 
Bow’s place in “City Streets’ which was seen at the Ambassador 
last week, and did a creditable job, although she is far from being 
a “successor” to Bow.

Maria wears little girl clothes—the 
sort of gaudy, impractical dresses any 
little girl without a mother to man- 
age such things for her would buy.

EVERSING the 
order of the Bib- 
lical injunction, sci- 
ence has gone not 
to the ant but to 
the sluggard, the 
ichampion of all 
sluggards. On the 
island of Barro Col- 
orado in the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone a group of American 
scientists has under observation a col- 
ony of sloths, those grotesque,: shape- 
less animals that look in their native 
habitat like nothing so much as a 
sprouting fern basket. Man, the the- 
ory is, may have something to learn 
after all from this most sluggish, most 
stupid, most despised of all animals. 

The remarkable photographs on this 
page are one result of that study. They 
were made by Frank M. Chapman of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory in New York. Or, rather, it is 
more accurate to say they were made 
by the sloths themselves. By a de- 
vice of Chapman's invention the sloths 
recorded their own images on the pho- 
tographic plates as they clung or 
climbed in the trees in which they 
live, or crawled, with pathetic inef- 
fectuality, on the ground. 

Ever since the beginnings of mod- 
ern science the sloth has come in for 
a lot of attention. From Buffon, the 
eighteenth century French naturalist, 
through Darwin and down to our own 
William Beebe, a great deal of time 
has been spent watching this strange 
‘mistake’ of nature. 


ND now, on Barro Colorado, a 
A\ sanctuary for the study and con- 

servation of tropical life estab- 
lished by the United States: the vigil 
has begun anew. It takes a vigil to 
_ get any positive results out of the 
sioth,-for it has less enthusiasm for 
life than a cabbage. 

It was Buffon who advanced the 
theory that the sloth was a monstrous 
mistake, a pitiful defect in nature’s 
otherwise effiicently ordered plan. But 
modern scientists, notably Beebe, hold 
to the opposite view. The sloth, Beebe 
says, is almost ideally adapted to the 
dense jungle in which it lives. If man 
employed the resources at his com- 
mand even half as skillfully and thor- 
oughly as does this despised animal, 
the human species would be much 
farther along the road of progress. 

“It is difficult,"’ Beebe writes in 
“Jungle Days,” ‘to find comparisons 
for a topsy-turvy creature like the 
sloth, but if I had already had syn- 
thetic experience with a golem, I 
should take for a formula the general 
appearance of an English sheep dog, 
giving it a face with barely distin- 
guishable feaures and no expression, 
an inexhaustible appetite for a single 
kind of coarse leaf, a gamut of emo- 
tions well below the animal kingdom 

Suspend this from a limb by a 
dozen strong hooks and—you would 
still have to see a live sloth to appre- 
ciate its appearance. 

“At rest, curled up into an arbo- 
real ball, a sloth is indistinguishable 
from a cluster of leaves; in action, the 
second hand of a watch often covers 
more distance. At first sight of the 
Shapeless ball of hay, moving with 
hopeless inadequacy, astonishment 
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shifts to pity, then to impatience, and 
finally, as we sense a life of years 
spent thus, we feel almost disgust. At 
which moment the sloth reaches blind- 
ly in our direction, thinking us a bar- 
ren, leafless, but perhaps climbable, 
tree, and our emotions change again, 
this time to sheer delight, as a tiny 
infant sloth raises its indescribably 
funny face from its mother’s breast 
and sends forth the single tone, the 
high, whistling squeak, which in sloth 
intercourse is song, shout, converse, 
whisper, argument and chant. Sepa- 
rating him from his mother is like 
plucking a bur from one’s hair, but 
when freed he contentedly hooks his 
small self to our clothing and creeps 
slowly about.”

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Father Has Right to 
ave His Son From 
Becoming a Giant

LOS -ANGELES, California. 
ODERN youth, 
/ with its insistence 
| on independence 
from parental au- 
thority and the 
right of everyone to 
live his own life, 
received a setback 
ti recently in a Los 
hh. it Angeles court. The 
father of young Adolphe E. Roome Jr., 
the Judge decided, has a right to save 
his son from misery and disaster, even 
against the boy’s will and despite the 
fact that the elder Roome had lost 
through divorce the custody of his son. 

Yourg Adolphe, it was testified, has 
hyper-pituitarism, often called giant- 
ism. At the age of 14 he is more than 
six feet tall and weighs 255 pounds. 
His father wanted to have the boy 
treated to check the disease, fearing he 
would become a freak, a monstrosity, 
with much suffering and an early 
death in store for him. The youth 
refused to accept treatment, contend- 
ing he had a right to be a giant if he 
wanted to. The mother of the lad 
upheld him. The resulting lawsuit, 
involving as it did a medical problem, 
the psychology of an adolescent and 
the structure of the family in these 
days of social change, has attracted 
nation-wide attention. 

Dr. Adolphe E. Roome, the father in 
the case, is a former police surgeon of 
this city. He and his wife were di- 
vorced about five years ago and Mra. 
Roome was given custody of their son. 
The boy was then very large for his 
age. He had started to grow rapidly 
when he was 8 years old, but as it is 
not uncommon for a child to ‘‘shoot up 
like a weed,’’ this. early period of 
Adolphe’'s growth did riot cause alarm. 

After their divorce Dr. Roome and 
his wife continued to live in Los Ange- 
les, and Dr. Roome saw his son from 
time to time. With increasing con- 
cern he observed the boy grow and 
grow until he had passed the stature 
of the ordinary man. At last he be- 
came convinced the growth was due to 
disease-——to abnormal bebavior of the 
pituitary gland. 

According to medical authorities, 
over-activity of the pituitary  har- 
mone, which is secreted in a gland at 
the base of the brain, causes the long 
bones to develop with unnatural speed 
if it occurs before the period of struc- 


age Four. 


tural growth of the body is over. If 
it occurs afterward it may become a 
disease called acromegaly, in which 
the victim’s hands, feet and head be- 
come abnormally large. Pituitary over- 
activity may be due to a tumor, which, 
as it grows, presses on — 
the brain substance, 
nerves or skull. 

When the condition 
is due to a tumor the 
victim’s life is likely to 
be shortened if nothing 
is done to arrest prog- 


ress of the disease; 
while sufferers have 
been known to live 


many years, they usu- 
ally die within eight 
or ten years in these 
cases. Frequently they 
become blind after 
long periods of tortur- 
ing headaches. If a pit- 
uitary disturbance lays 
firm hold on the vic- 
tim before adolescence 
it often happens that 
the child fails to ma- 
ture sexually. Many 
sufferers are subnor- 
mal mentally. 

In the last 50 years~ 
this rare malady—it 
inflicts itself upon one 
person in approximate- 
ly 100,000 —-~has re- 
celved much study, and 
treatment has heen de- 
veloped. Part of this 
is pituitary injections, 
part the removal of a 
tumor by surgery or 
exposure to X-rays. 

Dr. Roome, of course, 
knew the malevolence 
of a pituitary disturb- 
ance. And when he de- 
cided his sen was a 
victim of it he _ ex- 
plained to the boy the 
seriousness of the dis- 
ease and urged him to 


submit to treatment 
without delay. It -is 
understood Adolphe 


took a few treatments 
and then refused to 
take any more. 

Since he no longer 
had custody -of the 
boy, Dr. Roome had no 
authority to make him 
continue the treatment. 
He was unable to in-

duce his divorced wife to exert 
her authority to this end. He 
had visions of his son spending 
a few miserable years as a huge, 
dull-witted sideshow freak, 
something for the curious crowds to 
gawk and laugh at, then suffering ter- 
ribly and dying in his early manhood. 

So Dr. Roome went to court. He 
filed suit against his former wife, de- 
manding permission to give their son 
the medical treatment which he con- 
sidered necessary. 

The case was heard before Superior 
Judge Lester Roth. The overgrown 
boy strenuously opposed his father’s 
application. He took the position that 
in the first place it hadn’t been proved 
that his size was due to abnormal 
glandular activity, and in the second,

it was his right to decide what 
to do about it: if he wanted to 
let nature take its course and 
make him a giant, his father 
should not interfere. Adolphe told of 
taking treatments his father had 
prescribed a few months previously. 

He said he had headaches, a du!l pain 
through his body and insomnia after- 
ward. He also seemed to be afraid 
the treatments would affect his mind. 
“I’m afraid to take any more of that 
medicine,’’ he declared. ‘I’d rather 
be a monstrosity weighing 500 pounds 
than an idiot.’ 

The boy also had his tailor in court 
as a witness. The tailor was brought 
in an effort to show the boy had worn 
one suit for nearly a year and, there-

Many medical opin- 
ions were offered at 
the trial. One was 
that of Dr. Oscar Reiss, 
a local authority on 
glands, who had exam- 
ined Adolphe. He said 
the youth would be 
benefited by pituitary 
injections which the fa- 
ther wished to admin- 
ister. Adolphe inciden- 
tally said that if he 
had to take the treat- 
ments he would rather 
take them from Dr. 
Reiss than from his 
father. Another doc- 
tor testified that the 
injections were harm- 
less and that the only 
pain they occasioned 
was the prick of the 
needle. 

At the conclusion of 
the trial Judge Roth 
decided in favor of the 
father, granting him 
authority to have med- 
ical and surgical atten- 
tion given his son. The 
Judge decreed that the- 
elder Roome_ should 
have the right to see 
Adolphe from 7 a. m.

// NOTHER ‘‘Little Caesar’’ 
who aspired to be a swell 
mob leader and ‘‘treat the 
Lb girls right"’ has come'to the 
familiar end of the road for ‘'Littie 
Caesars.” This one—Junior Myron 
Hess—-is younger than most of them. 
He is only 15. But he is under indict- 
ment for first degree murder. If he 
escapes death in the chair because of 
his youth it will be only to get 
an early start on a life term in prison. 
Any way the gang looks at it now, 
it’s a swell prospect that lies ahead for 
their leader. Life in prison from the 
age of 15 on! But Junior Hess was 
such a swell mob leader and such a 
very tough guy, he shouldn't mind a 
little thing like life imprisonment. 

“Sure I did it,’’ he bragged to police 
when questioned about the murder of 
“old man Bolovitz.”... Solomon Bolo- 
vitz was the Bronx merchant shot down 
in his store in a holdup the other night. 

“Sure | did it. I'm a tough guy. 
Anyway, the old man was askin’ for it. 
He had the nerve to come from behind 
the counter and try to take my gun. I! 
gave him the works.” 

Of course, when police capture a 
very, very tough mob leader like Jun- 
ior Hess they are likely to bring in 
the mob itself, or a gootl part of it at 
least, and that is what happened in 
this case. Two other boys are under 
arrest and several more members of a 
juvenile gang of 25 or so are under 
survetilance. The two being held are 
Melvin Harris. 13, and James Bon- 
aros, 15. Both are implicated in rob- 
beries and Melvin is implicated in the 
shooting of the elderly merchant. He 
helped Hess ‘“‘pull the holdup.” 

Melvin Harris is under arrest be- 
cause his own mother put him there. 
It was a hard thing for a mother to 
do. But with Mrs. Etbsie Harris jus- 
tice comes ahead of mother love.

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THE SALTY TRADE OF WHALING GOES MODERN 


: Harpoon Guns, Exploding Barbs anq

HE machine age 
doubtless has 
squeezed some of 


the hardship and 
much of the hazard 
out of whaling, but 
there is still a 
pleasant amount of 
money to be picked 
up on the trail of 
Moby Dick. When, the Sir James 
Clark Ross, one of the largest of the 
whaling vessels, put in at New York 
a few weeks ago, it- had 55,000 bar- 
rels of whale oil, estimated to be 
worth $1,500,000 or more, to show 
for a voyage of eight months. It was 
the largest cargo of the kind ever re- 
ceived at the port. The earnings of 
one of the expedition's harpooners 
amounted to about $15,000. 

From the Ross Sea, in the Antarc- 
tic, had come the ship, its operations 
having taken it within 700 miles of 
‘Little America, Admiral Byrd's base in 
his latest polar expedition. Its. crew of 
245 Norwegians—Sandefjord, Norway, 
is the vessel’s home port—had bagged 
1444 whales and could have taken 
more if there had been larger storage 
space. The killing was done from ten 
smaller boats, which towed their 
prizes to the mother ship, where the 
whales were taken aboard and re- 
duced to oil and other valuable prod- 
ucts. The Ross is a floating refinery. 
Its tanks filled, the ship spent eight 
days coming through the Ross Sea ice 
pack—-it had taken eleven days to go 
in—-stopped at New Zealand to dis- 
pose of its whaling gear, and steamed 
for New York to sell its treasure to a 
soap company. 

The voyage of the Ross illustrates 
the modern development of whaling. 
The industry has changed greatly since 
the first part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, when Yankee ships put out of 
Nantucket and New Bedford in droves 
to hunt the sea beast. They didn't 
“fish’’ with cannon then. The ‘‘Nan- 
tucket sleigh ride,’’ the dizzy rush of 
a small boat attached to a harpooned 
whale, was one of the common perils 
of the calling. A voyage might last 
three or four years in those days of 
sail. And virtually all the work, 
from casting a harpoon to peeling 
the fat from a ‘“humpback,”’ was 
done by hand. 


The Sir James Clark Ross. 


Machinery and efficiency, however, 
have not robbed whaling of all its col- 
or and adventure. It still has the thrill 
of the chase and the treasure hunt, 
the fascination of exploration, of con- 
flict with the sea, of action. 

A whaling ship such as the Sir 
James Clark Ross sets out late'in the 
summer for the Antarctic, where the 
most extensive whaling operations now 
are carried on. It stops at a New 
Zealand port, if bound for the Ross 
Sea, to complete its equipment and 
take on supplies. On south it steams, 
eventually nosing its way through 
floating ice to the waters where whales 
have vainly sought refuge from man 
in the shadows of tall icebergs. 

The mother ship comes to anchor 
and her brood of hunting boats, as 
many as ten, it may be, sets out in 
search of the quarry. Some of these 
whale-chasers are 250 feet long. They 
are driven by steam tur- 
bines or gas motor, and 
are designed to maneu- 
ver easily and quickly. 
In the bow of each is 
mounted a harpoon gun. 
Their hunting trips 
sometimes keep them 
away from the factory 
ship for several days 
at a time. 

As a- whale-chaser 
plows slowly along, a 
lookout, in the crow’s 
nest at the top of the 
foremast, pounds his 
hands against his thighs 
to keep his blood circu- 
lating in the 40-below- 
zero temperature, and 
keeps his eye peeled for 
a sign of whale—a gray 
hummock on the surface 
of the sea or a thin 
spout of water from a 
sperm whale. When he 
sees what he is looking 
for, he shouts to the 
helmsman and directs 
him toward the prey. A 
harpooner takes his sta- 
tion at the gun, into which a shell and 
a steel harpoon, weighing 150 or 160 
pounds, are thrust., From the shaft 
of the harpoon runs a strong line, part 
of which is coiled beside the gun; 
farther back is a larger coil, and the 
line, several hundred feet in length, 
ends on the drum of a winch. 

The boat gets close to the whale, 
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which has been submerging and ris- 
ing to the surface during the chase. 
The mammal appears 25 or 30 feet 
from its pursuer. The gunner quickly 
swings the weapon to bear on the tar-

out, much as an umbrella opens, and 
hold the missile in its victim. 

The struggles of the wounded whale 
grow feeble and the winch is put to 
work, hauling in the catch. Perhaps 
the one shot has been sufficient, and 
the prey is dead when it is brought 
tq the surface. If not, another shot 
finishes the job. The carcass is drawn 
in close to the boat and lanced with 
a long-handled knife. In the opening 
thus made, a nozzle is thrust and com- 
pressed air is pumped into the body 
to make it float. The shaft of the har- 
poon is unscrewed and removed, the 
barbed head being left in the wound, 
to be taken out when the body is cut 
up. The carcass is then fastened to 
the boat so that it may be towed. 

The boat then goes after another 
whale, if it isn’t ready to return to 
the factory ship. a 

When the whale-chaser is ready to 
turn its catch over to the base ship 
the modernization of the industry 
again becomes obvious. With a line 
from a capstan, a dead whale is hauled 
under the stern of the larger vessel, 
where a big opening has appeared. A 
door in the stern has been lifted, ex- 
posing a sloping passage-way or ramp.
